The opening session of the new coun-

"I am yet without experience cither in 


science or in politics. I pltvco myself en- 
tiraly in your hands, needing and be- 
lieving in your patriotism and wisdom." 


Tht new cabinet is made up of coali- 


tion elements in the hope of reconciling 
the many disturbing elements. Some of 
the new ministers have been notably 
opposed to Franco's iron rule. Xot one 
of the Franco ministers remain, so that 
his regime disanponrs with him.

''This was possible owing to the large 


treasury balance arising from unexpect- 
ed receipts from.the natiopal government 
increased railway and corporation taxes, 
together with amounts recovered by the 
stats in suits for railway back taxes all 
of which swelled the general fund to an 
unprecedented amount. Of this state tax 
levy Kacinc county paid the sum of $14,- 
S06.C6 to the state toward the support of 
the common schools and received back 
from the state the sum of $35;392.44 for 
the same purpose in addition to the other 
payments and benefits mentioned for 
educational purposes. 


"N"o tax was levied by the state in 


1907 excepting for educational purposes. 
The only other state1 levy authorized by 
law is a tax for the new state capitol 
building. The commission remitted this 
capitol building tax of $450,000 which is 
additional to an annual appropriation of 
$150,000 payable from the general fund 
for the same purpose. That is to aay, in 
addition to paying all the general ex- 
penses of state government and all leg- 
islative appropriations for 1908 the unus- 
ual expense of .ffiOO.OM) for capitol con- 
struction will he taken out of the general 
fund without iiny state tax levy therefor. 


"Under the 1007 tax levy Racine coun- 


ty pays to the ?tntn for its share of the 
state tax 884,161.83. Of this amount 
$33,314.313 paid by the county, is for com- 
mon schools. 


"It receives back from the state from

Carlos 45 Years Old. 


Carlo's I was born Sept; 28, 1863, the 


son of King Luise I and his queen, Maria 
Pia. He married Marie Amelie, daughter 
of Philippe, Due d'Orleans' on May 
2'2, 


1886. He succeeded to the throne on Oct. 
19, 1889. 
The crown prince, Louis Phi- 


lippe, duke of Braganza, was born March 
21, 1887, 


Whatever the outcome of the tragic de- 


noument of Carlos' reign, and whatever 
form of government succeeds in Portugal, 
there will be stories extant for many 
years that will endear the memory of the 
king to his people. 
His- ability ' as a 


swimmer and diver has been put to still 
more practical tests. Half a dozen Lis- 
bon children and'many navies claim to 
have been rescued by Don Carlos from 
the Tago or the waters of 
the sea. 


Though' not fond of work, he was pre- 
eminently equipped for every emergency,

and

strength and courage of a bull," they said 
in Lisbon. 


That the king could bend a silver 0 


franc piece in the hollow of his hand is 
tin old story. At a. recent dinner to the 
poor, he took a heavy tin soup plate and 
broke it in two on'his knee to amuse the 
children. Then he took up another plate 
and rolled it into a' trumpet for his little 
friends, all with as little ado as if he 
were making himself a cigarette.'

Kenosha News: Farmers in the town

Xothwithstand- 
ing this fact it is thought that it will 
certainly be possible to find thirty-five 
voters in the town, who are willing-to

Slowly the mercury went'down and the 
wind blew at the rate of forty miles an 
hour and it was cutting, few caring to 
face it, Sunday morning dawned, clear 
and bright, but with plenty of wind, 
and the mercury was 10 degrees below 
zero. Everybody hustled along and the 
street railway people complained of hav- 
ing hard work keeping their lines open.

Although on only 
two days was the mercury down below 
zero, the weather has been cold and 
sharp during the entire period, giving a 
long awaited opportunity for the wear- 
ing of fur coats, caps and mittens. Start- 
ing with the first few' days of the month 
when the mercury hovered about a nice 
comfortable point in the neighborhood 
of 12 and 15 degrees above zero, the 
weather constantly became colder until 
on January 20th it was S degrees below, 
thc coldest point up to last Sunday 
morning. The thermometer

until the next morning, when it only 
registered three degrees below, the morn- 
ing after that being 13 degrees above.

.warding to the complainant three times 
the amount of damage sustained by a 
combination in restraint of interstate 
trade can be invoked to prevent a boy- 
iott by organized labor was held today 
m a. decision by the supreme court of 
the United States in the case of Lowe 
and company, hat 
manufacturers of 


Danbury, Conn., vs. Martin Lawlor and 
200 other members of the United Hat- 
ters' Uuion of that city. The decision 
of the court was announced by Chief 
Justice Fuller and reversed the holding 
of the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals'for the second circuit. 


The opinion of the court was unani- 


mous and no dissenting view was pre- 
sented. "We think," s»id Chief Justice 
Fuller in conclusion, "that a case within 
the statute was sot up and that the de- 
lurrcr should have been overruled." 
The decision therefore reversed the 


ruling of the lower court and the case 


•as remanded with direction to proceed 


accordingly. 


Chief Justice Fuller said; 
- 


. Is in Restraint of Trade. 


"In our opinion the combination de- 


scribed in the declaration is a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade or commerce 
among the several states in the sense in 
which those wqrds are used in the act, 
and the action em be maintained ac- 
cordingly and'that the conclusion rests 
on many judgments of this court, to the 
effect that the act prohibits any combin- 
ation whatever to secure action which 
essentially obstructs the free flow of 
commerce between the states, or re- 
stricts, in that regdrd, the liberty of a 
trade to engage in business. 


Objections Not Tenab'.r. 


"The combination charged falls with- 


in the class of restraints of trade aimed 
at compelling third parties and strang- 
ers involuntarily not to engage in the 
course of trade, except 
on conditions 


that the combination imposes; and there 
is no doubt that, to quote from the well 
known work of Chief Erie on trade un- 
ions, nt common law every person ha? 
individually, and the public has also col- 
lectively, a right to require that the 
course of trade should be kept free from 
unreasonable obstruction. But the ob- 
jection here is to the jurisdiction, be- 
cause, even conceding that the declara- 
tion states the case good at common 
law, it is contended that it does not 
state one within the- statute. Thus it 
is said that the restraint alleged would 
operate to entirely destroy the defend- 
ants business and thereby include inter- 
state trade as well; that physical ob- 
struction is not alleged as contemplat- 
ed; and that defendants ere not them- 
selves engaged in intrastate trade, 


"We. think none of the objections are 


tenable and that they are disposed of 
by previous decisions of this court."

Peter Myers, purchasing agent of Ra- 


cine county, and poor agent of the east- 
ern district, states that he never had so 
many applications for aid from the coun- 
ty as at present. Generally the city is 
crowded with applications, but tne tables 
are now turned. Applicants to the coun- 
ty are made in the 
main 
by people 


who have not lived in the city one year. 
This is mostly by people of foreign birth. 
A great many of them come to this coun- 
try with nothing. They drift around from 
city to city and thus they are taken care 
of by the counties in which they happen 
to be over winter. When there is plenty 
of work assistance does not demand such 
a big outlay of money. Fuel is the main 
supply necessary, although 
food 
and 


clothing is not short by any means. 


The majority of those applying to Mr. 


Myers are families who claim the men 
cannot secure employment. Many who 
have in the past been able to get along 
without aid from the charitable institu- 
tions arc now forced on account of no 
work and cold weather, to apply for aid. 


Nearly 500 Get Aid. 


From county and cit3~ it is safe to say 


that 140 families or about 500 people are 
now receiving aid and there will be no 
let up until warm weather approaches. 
On a sunshiny day it is remarkable how 
the number 
of 
applications dwindle 


down; while on the other hand there are 
dozens when the weather becomes cold 
and the wood and coal piles diminish. 
Fuel is the most sought for, as a great 
manv poor people can subsist on bread 
and coffee and they do. Still, in no in- 
stance does Mr, Myers or the city sup- 
erintendent refuse these people food. 


The agents of the poor must always be 


on the alert for unscrupulous persons. 
Often three persons -will come from one 
family and ask for help and persons who 
have property and money in the bank, 
are known to have applied i'or assistance. 
News rapidly spreads that the city or 
county helped this or that family and it 
is not long before some families who 
were getting along without help, decide 
that they might as well apply for assist- 
ance. The closest scrutiny is necessary. 
Still this condition will always exist and 
become more apparent as the city grows. 


Origin of Typhoid. 


Dr. Seaton, the medical health officer 


of the County of Surrey, has made a 
special report on the prevalence of ty- 
phoid in that district of England. Hi» 
conclusions are interesting. He says that 
it is doubtful whether even 10 per cent 
of the canes can be attributed to the 
drinking of polluted or infected water. 
He believes that polluted and infected 
foods are a much more frequent source 
of typhoid illness than is generally sup- 
posed. He refers to cases which it is im- 
possible to connect with preceding cases, 
and suggests the possibility of 
origin 


from other bacilli than those which are 
regarded as the invariable specific causes 
of 
typhoid. Recent 
investigations in 


Germany show that patients may harbor 
typhoid bacilli months after 
recovery 


from illness, and that persons in good 
health may be the liosts of the organism.

These sort are now looking won- 
deringly as the present generation of 
southerners slowly fashion the new slav- 
ery, commencing under alleged peonage, 
a system by means of which it is easy 
to imprison and compel to work in arm- 
ed camps newly arriving immigrants to 
say nothing of the native negroes. 


This class of Republicans admittedly 


much in the minority are not strenuous, 
and they have a kindly feeling towards 
eminent Republicans not particularly 
classed in the running. They have a 
kindly feeling towards Senator Knox of 
Pennsylvania who three or so years ago 
when tho proceedings against the meat 
packers was active and other anti-trust 
proceedings, as a matter of fact, set 
forth 
a 
program of procedure, that 


promised a great deal towards solving 
the problems of trust 
regulation. At 


the time this paper as did others, ap- 
proved of his position, nnd of his propos- 
ed procedure, but tho fortunes of poli- 
tics retired him from the one office into 
a higher, that of a- senator.

was the least mischievous of the various 
ideas 
propoHed, There are beyond a 


doubt many inclined to approve of this 
senatorial i ill who will be just as pleas- 
ed to see any and all measures to alter 
conditions of our finances defeated, and 
for congress to adjourn leaving this as 
they are, will be satisfactory. 


The argument, it that the conditions 


that 'produced this last three months of 
financial pressure will continue despite 
all the changes in the financial condi- 
tions, and the real effect of any new 
variations from existent methods will 
be to make easy or to make harder the 
street to recover from financial overdoses 
and nausea according to the changes 
made.

trade conditionsTWhafc financial change 
will produce the least momentous alter- 
ations 
in 
legitimate business? What 


can the country best stand for? The 
subduing of Wall street, or to say, the 
great speculative element, the groat pro- 
moters, the remarkable ease with which 
public corporations may inflate their 
stocks and bond», or the leaving of con- 
ditions uppermost as now. 


Which can the country best stand for? 


If things are left as they now are, noth- 
ing will happen except the players of 
the game will find themselves at the end 
of their tethers at intervals with the 
few keener ones massing up their mil- 
lions. The country rather than 
have 


general 
business and trade conditions 


sorely harassed by these financial con- 
vulsions will suffer the government to 
come to the relief of the market in time 
of stress. It would seem the remedy 
while not complete, and avoiding exper- 
iments in asset money or inflation of 
currency vrhich the country really is in no 
need of, would be tho control of the is- 
suing of securities, stocks and bonds by 
corporations, a stricter inspection of na- 
tional banks as well as oftener, a better 
control of the great trading stock boards 
and boards .of trade, where crops aro sold 
to many times their extent, and stocks 
are sold equally vary many times the 
real amount issued. 


The Aldrich bill proposes the least in- 


terference with the existing system, as 
not providing for asset money, though 
the demand for such is getting rather 
fierce from interested men in the nation- 
al game. The asseters now are calling 
equally for "commercial paper aa secur- 
ities for issues under tho Aldrich or any 
other bill providing for additional infla- 
tion. But the masses of people will 
clearly believe that if the country is to 
have more money outside of the always 
increasing gold and silver, they want 
that money 
founded 
upon something 


more certain than capital stocks and 
commercial promises to pay. Of course 
there is talk about European methods 
and how they do things over there. They 
do. Thousands of people yet living in 
England have not quite forgotten when 
some years ago a certain bank failed in 
Scotland with a large number of people 
practically left penniless because Euro- 
pean customs which 
some thoughtless 


people want to establish here, compelled 
those who had property to stand good 
for every dollar lost by tho bank. There 
is but little in comparison as between 
methods abroad and hero. What would 
go. all right in France, Germany, Scot- 
land, England, would not go here, and 
why talk of itt After a while when w« 


s~.r-- -»<;»«rHl hundreds-of years 


older, or a thousand or two, perhaps we 
too, can change our customs. Mean- 
ivhile we will do the best we can, and as 
the best statesmanship iB nothing but 
compromises, we shall maybe get a fi- 
nancial measure made up in that way, 
though if one would judge from the dif- 
ferences of opinion prevailing not only 
in 
congrOKS but among bankers 
and 


prominent men in finance, the chances 
arc congress will adjourn leaving things 
just 8s they are now. But if it is said 
quite a number of bankers oppose tho 
Aldrieh proposed system frankly because 
it is not as they desire, flexible-expansi- 
ble enough, it is only repeating what 
they themselves voice. 


PROVISION* FOR OUR KX-PRESIDENTS 


The Milwaukee Mows gives a friendly 


support to the resolution of Senator Mc- 
Creary providing a salary of $10,000 per 
year be paid to any ex-president who 
shall serve as a member of any commis- 
sion representing the country at interna- 
tional conferences. But it objects to the 
continuation that of also providing for 
ex-senators and retired broken down pol- 
iticians, and says: 


'There are many excellent reasons to 


sustain the contention that the republic 
should provide for its ex-presidents. We 
expect our ex-presidents to maintain a 
dignity befitting one who has held the 
high office of chief magistrate. We are 
scandalized when he becomes the pen- 
sioner of our Ryans or Morgans or Har- 
rimans or lends his name to frenzied fi- 
nanciers. 


There is nothing >more pathetic in 


American history than tho financial dif- 
ficulties into which our 
ex-presidents 


have been plunged. Jefferson, who com- 
paratively 
was a wealthy man, was 


bankrupted by his loving countrymen— 
virtually eaten out of house and home 
by his uninvited guests. Grant became 
the victim of a Wall street sharper and 
Cleveland has become a pensioner of the 
New York. life insurance companies. 


"We do not believe that there would 


be any objection by the American peo- 
ple if congrem should provide some hon- 
orable post for our ex-presidents. We 
do not, however, see the necessity in pro- 
viding for our ex-presidents to provide 
pensions for ex-senators or other broken 
down politicians, as the McCreary bill 
proposes. We expect nothing from our 
ex-senators excepting that they will grab 
for 
everything in sight. Why, then, 


should we pension four ex-senators to 
provide honorable employment for one 
ex-preaident?" 


There may be an occasional statesman 


of either party who for his virtues, his 
genuine services to his country, and ster- 
ling manhood might be worthy of a pro- 
vision such as is provided, if this be- 
comes law. But such men could not be 
agreed upon, and besides they are not 
overly common. So if the law confines 
itself only to ex-presidents, there can be 
no objection whatever. 
The law should 


be self-acting, that in, any president of 
the United States on retiring would be- 
come by virtue of such, a fully recogniz- 
ed member of any international com- 
mission he might select, the law thus 
constituting ex-presidenta 
members of 


all such commissions. 


A BEAUTirCL CUSTOM TO Bl| 


RENEWED. 


An old time custom ia to be revived 


through the reviving patriotism being 
manifested throughout the country. It 
is a revival of things Washington, and 
if portions of the eloquent farewell ad- 
dress of George Washington 
could bo 


read in our schools it would be good for 
American children. But the particular 
revival referred to is that of the salute 
to the shrine of the immortal Washing- 
ton by steamers as they pass Mount 
Vernon, the home of the father of his 
country when in life and his tomb after 
passing away into the eternal. 


A judge of a Virginia circuit has tak- 


en up this matter and presented his pe- 
tition to the general manager of the line 
of steamers plying the Potomae river. 
An extract from a Baltimore paper says: 


"The steamers of this line in plying 


the Potomac river used to ring a bell 
and blow a. whistle as they passed Mount 
Vernon. Hundreds used to assemble on 
the decks of the steamer to get a sight 
of the home and burial place of George 
Washington. It was a 
pleasure and 


privilege for persons to get a glimpse of, 
if they could not make a pilgrimage to, 
that Mecca." 


The patriotic Virginia judge is Judge 


T. R. B. Wright, and hopes are express- 
ed that his mission has proven success- 
ful and thnt a custom possibly remem- 
bered by some old fashioned people be- 
fore the war of the rebellion, of the toll- 
ing or saluting with a steamer's bcl!, 
Mount Verron, will be revived. The 
country cannot have itself too often or 
forcibly reminded of General and Presi- 
dent George Washington, and while it 
may be a small thing, this matter of sa- 
luting tho tomb of Washington, yet it 
will be an invaluable agent in impress- 
ing upon the generations growing up, the 
priceless services he rendered and may 
induce ' many to, for themselves, read 
his addresses, and if his first inaugural 
and farewell address to his army, with 
other still accessible addresses are made 
some little feature in the programs of 
our schools and universities, it will have 
been a good thing to do. 


WII.I. REGUtATK AMOUNT OP CROPS 


From midnight burnings of other peo- 


ples' crops, and to cold blooded murder 
for the crime of not agreeing with some- 
body else, it was naturally but a step for 
those Ken.tucky tobacco growers fighting 
the independent growers to seek the leg- 
islature invoking the law to do some- 
thing it of course had no right to do. 
But it wonderfully illumines the lengths 
extreme radicalism can go with minds 
to agree with them. 


Thus it occasioned no surprise to read 


of a bill being brought up in the Ken- 
tucky legislature which required any 
citizen intending to grow tobacco to first 
secure a license from tho county clerk 
for this purpose, and the price of the li- 


cense fix«d at $60 per acre. This taw is 
intended for the tobacco sea«on of 1908, 
and if craziness has full sway in Ken- 
tucky any person wishing to grow to- 
bacco this year must pay at the rate of 
$50 per acre, and from late experiences 
in that state, should some citizen testing 
the thing remain in the midst of his fel- 
low citizens, either his life is in danger 
of being cut short or his crops destroy- 
ed. 


Anarchy for some time has prevailed 


in Kentucky and promises to abide in 
that terribly misgoverned state, and mis- 
guided 
people. The present 
Governor 


Wilson is doing his best to restore order, 
but what can the man do in face of an 
apparent public sentiment that justifies 
violence, arson and murder? 


Of course should this thing become the 


fashion, that of legislatures controlling 
what people shall and shall not raise, the 
next mess of radicalism that gets hold 
will proceed to enact other sorts of out- 
rageousness. There ie of course no lim- 
it if the Kentucky fashion spreads. It 
is not that any citizen appealing to high- 
er courts would not 'secure redress, that 
if he does so appeal, he docs it at most 
serious risks of losing his Crops and very 
likely hie life. 


CHILD LABOR LAVTi 


A child labor bill is talked of in Vir- 


ginia and a bill for this purpose intro- 
duced in the legislature. This is to pro- 
vide that no child under fourteen years 
of age shall be employed "in any factory, 
workshop, mercantile establishment or 
mine, nor shall any child under 16 be al- 
lowed to work therein between 6 in the 
evening and 7 in the morning. Anyone 
who violates the law or any parent or 
guardian who allows such child to work 
shall be fined not less than |26 nor more 
than $100. Any employment contrary to 
the act shall he prima facie evidence ot 
guilt." 


The penalty is a small one, but this, 


however, is the cose in every state. Vir- 
ginia needs a working child labor law aa 
does every other state, and if this be- 
comes law would it be expecting too 
much if the influence should be passed 
along up to Pennsylvania. Not that 
Pennsylvania does not h&ve a child labor 
law, but if it is strictly enforced, per- 
haps may good citizens do not know of 
it. 


Because of the recent decisions bear- 


ing upon the authority of congre« M to 
labor concerned in interstate 
traffic, 


rather of the authority over labor condi- 
tions in where, the employes themselves 
do not pass out of one state iiato anoth- 
er, but tho transportation line* them- 
selves do; a national child labor law 
semes impossible. This Beveridge pro- 
posed measure would have if enacted 
into law and the law stood, made all in- 
terstate traffic illegal that might have 
been produced by the forbidden child- 
ren's labor. Like other reform 
meas- 


ures it failed to consider things, for in- 
stance, 
the transportation 
companies 


could not possibly know what part child- 
ren's labor had in goods they were call- 
ed on to ship, and again this child labor 
in the various states not now under 
law or under law are not under the au- 
thority of congress. 


The remedy for a great and grievom 


wrong is for each state to enact » judic- 
ious law and a workable law and duly 
considering the difference between hard 
factory and mill labor and the lighter 
forms of labor. Again the dependents 
upon labor of children, assuredly if the 
child i« forbidden work at such as he or 
she can do and find, the dependents must 
be carftd for by the law. 


AS TO PASSENGER MATES 


The 
insuring the public are to be 


treated on precise equal terms on pay. 
ment of the same precise amount of 
money, that is to say, no preferences, 
not secret in any manner whatever, has 
nothing to do with the rate question. 
Admitting, however, the law may prop- 
er! v of course interest as indeed it should 
when rates are higher than proper or 
misused to give preferences. 


It was this belief that many citizens 


took but little interest in the question 
of two cent passenger rates, believing 
rates as a whole were very reasonable 
indeed comparing with other countries, 
and if lowered would have the inevit- 
able effect of decreasing the comfort, the 
convenience of travelers and at the same 
time affecting traffic. Even in Texas the 
state of wild-eyed popular reformers, 
twisting the trusts by the tail and hold- 
ing up the railroads on end, and where 
in fact after all nothing practical i» done 
at all, the rate commissioners feel con- 
strained to order into abeyance the law 
providing for a two cent rate or a two 
and a half, cither way, and the proba- 
bilities are tho railroads will be permit- 
ted to charge as usual. In this charging 
it is unlikely any road will resort to ex- 
cesses that deter traffic. 


Now following is 
the Pennsylvania 


supreme court knocking out the two cent 
rate and there arc strong indications 
that while the courts will uphold all 
regulating laws as to rebates, prefer- 
ences, misuse of corporation 
charters, 


and restraining as to exorbitant arid 
improper as well as excess rates for eith- 
er 
freight or passengers, it 
is being 


thought by close observers that courts 
will retire from legal effect the two and 
two and a half cent rate business. 


COtOSSAL RAILROAD CONTROL 


The proceedings of the 
government 


against the Union Pacific road, otherwise 
Edward Harriman, will now be directed 
on the lines of prying apart the differ- 
ent systems directly under the Harriman 
inflitenco and brought about by stock 
ownernhip. There will be no criminal 
prosecution brought, against Mr. Harri- 
man growing out of any of these pro- 
ceedings or in matters relating to var- 
ious deals in which the Alton road was 
involved. 


The great extent of the community 


business has been carried and the un- 
bounded opportunities to enhance the 
fortunes of a very few men, has attract- 
ed the dose attention of President 


Rooseytlt. who perceives as do .others, 
that much of the vait rail commerce of 
the United States is out a, plaything in 
the hands of certain interested Men, who 
may as desired, fuvor interests, depresa 
intereets and undefhandedly give prefer- 
ences and rebates as well as hatting com- 
munities by means of preferential rates. 


A list of tho several roads is given in 


which the Harriman interests control, 
the total number of miles being stated at 
40,034. The list follows with Union Pa- 
cific first, with 9,430 miles, Southern Pa- 
cific 9,216 miles, Illinois Central 4,459 
miles, Central Georgia 1,935. This list 
totals 21,040 and are known as the Har- 
riman owned lines. Then follows, influ- 
enced through a partial ownership, Great 
Northern 5,316 miles, and Santa Fe 7,- 
389 miles, total of partially ownect and 
controlled 18,994 miles, and a grand to- 
tal of 40,034 miles of railroad which one 
master mind may influence. 


THE PRESIDENT'S POLICIES 


A poll taken of Republican newspaper 


men and prominent in public life by » 
Chicago paper shows that out of 1,847 
editors fifty dM not vote, eighty-one op- 
posed Roosc-, 
policies and the balance 


heartily 
<•• >ed 
these policies. Of 


members o; ..^slatures to the number 
of 1,626 flu,)-nine opposed Roosayelt 
ideas, one hundred didn't vote and the 
balance said the policies were all right. 
Of the delegates in the last national con: 
vention 221 endorsed the president, four- 
teen opposed, and twenty-four did not 
vote. The summary stated that the vot- 
ing among state central committeemen 
and from other sources maintained about 
the same prepondering sentiment favor- 
ing the pre»ident. The favoring 
vote 


came about in equal proportions from 
the northern states, but in the south, it 
la explained the Brownsville affair cost 
the 
president some 
popularity. New 


England states showed the same favor- 
able echtiment for the president as did 
the western states. It would seem a 
general party sentiment endorsed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his methods, and be- 
ing DO, any intending candidate will do 
well to have his ear close to the ground. 


Typographical unions are passing res- 


olutions calling upon congress to remove 
the duties on articles that enter into tbe 
making of print paper. The action of 
tbe St. Louis organization was practical- 
ly the endorsing of the resolution of that 
passed by tho American Federation of 
Labor at its late sctsion at Norfolk, W. 
The memorial among other things, re- 
lates to "any combination in restraint of 
trade which produces artificial scarcity 
of news-print paper and unduly atimur 
lates the price of product." The me- 
morial asks that there be some readjust- 
ment of laws which will make such com- 
binations impossible." This is very kind 
indeed of the boys who.have passed up 
the matter to the members of congress 
from St. Louit. 


Senator Aldrich says his financial 


measure fills the bill thi best. If we 
are really to hare one, he says what is 
really so. A few amendments will rem- 
edy some things, one being that banks 
taking out extra currency must cash all 
checks presented for payment. Another 
might be inserted that banks accepting 
additional government aid must cash at 
sight alto all checks and drafts.

companies in the state to furnish infor- 
mation as to their business stated to be 
for the benefit of policy holders, needs to 
be complete, some method by which said 
policy holders may not hare to travel to 
Madison to get it, or to guess at what 
favored papers may print in the official 
annual reports, and then Bend for copies. 


A bill in tbe Kentucky legislature re- 


quires insurance companies to invest 
eighty per cent of their reserves on poli- 
cies belonging to citizen* of that state in 
securities of that state. Now midnight 
raiders be good. 


Able men from various parts of the 


country are going to Washington to help 
boost the tariff commission bill of Sena- 
tor Beveridge. 
Congress will be doing 


well not to turn their blind side to this

RUDOLPH BOCK MEETS DEATH IN 


ICY WATERS OF ROOT RIVER 


NEAR MEAD ST. 


APPARENTLY WAS SUICIDE 


Boys Fishing Through Hole in Ice Bring 


up Bf|dy in Net—Friends Believe Bock 
Sought Death When Recovering From 


Prolonged Spree—His Wife and Daugh- 
ter Are Left in Want. 


Harry Duda, 800 La Sulle stret, and a 


boy by the name of Hone, residing at 
913 La Salle street, were greatly shocked 
while fishing with a large net at Mead 
street bridge shortly before 1 o'clock this 
afternoon when they linuled the body of 
a man to'thc surface of the river. When 
they started to fish they saw an under- 
coat and an overcoat on the edge of the 
', 


largo hole which they had cut in the ice, 
and speculated as to the reason for the 
apparol lying there. A short distance 
from the hole lay a black stiff hat. They 
»t once surmised that some person hod 
fallen into thc river and lowered their 
net for the purpose of ascertaining i f ; 
their conclusions were correct. In some 
way the body of the man became en- 
tangled in the net whon it was raised 
and thsn tlu-y knew that their belief was 
a correct one.' 


Hauled Up on the Ice. 


As soon as they saw what they had 


brought up with their net they called to 
men passing over the bridge and a crowd 
soon gathered. The remains of the man 
were raised out of the water and placed 
on the ice. and thc police notified of the 
find. When the officers arrived on the 
scene with the patrol wagon several em- 
ployes of the Case Plow works informed 
them that the remains were those of 
Rudolph Bock, residing at 1920 North- 
western avenue. They were taken to tho 
Thronson morgue on Fifth street where 
a search of the clothing showed that 
there was nothing of value on his person, 
thoro not being a penny nor anything i{i 
the line of trinkets and jewelry. The 
identification was complete when a small 
book was found in a vest pocket which 
contained his name. Coroner Hoyle was 
not in thc city this afternoon and thc 
inquest will not be held until tomorrow. 


Case of Suicide? 


The death of Bock is a clear case of 


suicide according to persons who arc ac- 
quainted with the circumstances sur- 
rounding his life. For many years he 
was in the employ of the Horlick Food 
company a:id four years ago he started 
to work in the whsol room at the Case 
Plow Worlds. At that factory it .was 
learned that IIP had not been working 
for several weeks nnd had been hanging 
Around town, frequenting 
saloons on 


State street and drinking heavily when- 
ever he got the opportunity. He was 
clean shaven and seemed to have delib- 
erately 
planned his death. He 
must 


have known of thc large hole in the ice 
west of Mead street bridge and gone 
there purposely last night to take his 
life. From friends it was learned .that 
Bock wns about 45 years of age and had 
a wife and one child. 


Family in Want. 


Bock was married fourteen years ago 


to tho cliuiRhter of John Manzell, resid- 
ing in ono of the Horlick cottages nt the 
rapids. 
For 
four years he had 
been 


making his home with his family at 1020 
Xurl.hwe.stem avenue whore ho occupied 
the rooms on the second lloor. Accord- 
ing to neighbors he left home about ten 
days i:go and did not state when he was 
to return. An investigation showed that 
the wife and daughter, the latter about 
twelve years old. were in positive want, 
having nothing ti> cat nor drink. Some 
of the neighbors assisted the wif(> and 
child, and a few days ago, whon ho did 
not return, they went to thc home o£ her 
parents at tlio rapids where they are 
now being cared for.

Electricity and Not Atmospheric Oxygen 


Now Held to Blame. 


Ask almost any intelligent man wlij: 


..-on rusts, and he will probably explain 
at tedious length, that it is all due to 
the oxygen of tho air, snys the Circle. 
Ever since chemistry became a more or 
less exact science, \vhich was over u cen- 
tury ago, that theory lifts been generally 
accepted. Now an American physician, 
Dr. Cushman, cornea along and announces 
that rusting is really due to electricity. 


Dr. Cushmnn started 
his 
researches 


with the object of discovering some meth- 
od of preventing tho corrosion of wire 
fences—a subject of vital 
interest 
to 


farmers. He achieved more than he an- 
ticipated. He found that the first attack 
on the- iron' is made by hydrogen in the 
form of exceedingly small particles, but 
not, as the text-books have taught us, by 
oxygen. This is in agreement with tile 
modern theory that many 
substances, 


when they are dissolved in water, arc 
dissociated into irons, or minute particles 
smaller even than atoms, 
all carrying 


electrical charges. Bveii pu-c water con- 
tains a certain number of L-ese. Acid 
impurities .multiply the hydrogen irons 
and strengthen them in -jeir corrosive 
effect' upon iron. The action is purely 
jlectric, and involves an exchange of the 
electric relations between-the hydrogen 
and the iron. Dr. Cushman discovered 
that active oxidizing agents, such 
aa 


chromatc and bichromate of potash, pre- 
vent rusting by safeguarding it against 
attack by the hydrogen iron. By immers- 
ing the iron in a concentrated solution 
of bichromate acid and then washing and 
wiping it, the metal is rendered passive, 
so that it .becomes capable of resisting 
electro-chemical attack. 


The discovery of the real cause of rust- 


ing and of its prevention has great indus- 
trial significance. It means that a meth- 
od lias at last been found for protecting 
structural ironwork and machinery.

The great 
bulk of the apples here will not nell for 
over $2@2.50, but a car of fine Green- 
ings was jobbed at $4.60 per barrel this 
week, showing that there is a very good 
market for fancy stock, but the demand 
for the high priced fruit ia not large 
and most of the sales arc in small lots. 
If (.he inferior fruit wan fairly well out 
of the way, there would be a good mar- 
ket on fancy storage apples, but the end 


of thc poor stock, is, by no means in 
night.

Certain wealthy men of this 
stamp, whose conduct should be abhor- 
rent, lo .every man of ordinarily decent 
conscience, and who commit the hideous 
wrong of'teaching our young men. that 
phenomenal busipess success must ordi- 
narily be based on dishonesty, have dur- 
ing the last few months made it appar- 
ent that they have banded together to 
ivork for a reaction. Their endeavor is 
to overthrow nnd discredit all who hon- 
estly administer the I*w, to prevent any 
additional legislation which would check 
and restrain them, and to secure if pos- 
sible a freedom from all restraint which 
will permit every unscrupulous wrong- 
doer to do what he wishes unchecked 
provided he has enough money. The on- 
ly way to counteract the movement in 
which these men are engaged is to make 
clear 'to the public just what they have 
done in the past and just what they are 
seeking to accomplish in the present. 


"Thc administration and 
those who 


support its views are not only not en- 
gaged in au assault on property, but are 
strenuous upholders of thc rights of 
property. 


Commends Governor's Position, 


"The wise attitude to take is admir- 


ably-stated by Govrnor Fort, of New 
Jersey, in his recent uiaugural address; 
the principles which he upholds as re- 


work among those of our fellow coun- 
trymen whose need is greatest. 


"Most certainly it behooves us all to 


treat with the utmost respect the high 
office of judgc; and our judges, as 
a 


whole, are brave and upright men^yct 
there is all the greater need that' the 
few who fail.in this great office, who fall 
below uis high standard of integrity, 
of wisdom, of sympathetic understanding 
and of courage, should have their eyes 
opened to the needs of their countrymen. 
A judge who on the bench cither truckles 
to the mob and shrinks from sternly re- 
pressing violence and disorder, or bows 
down before a corporation; who fails to 
stand up valiantly for the rights of prop- 
erty on the one hand, or on the othei; 
by misuse of the process of injunction or 
by his atlitude toward all measures'for 
the betterment of the conditions of labor, 
makes the wageworker feel with bitter- 
ness tliat the courts arc hostile, to him;

No man should lightly criticise a, 
judge; no man should, even in his own 
mind, condemn a judge unless he is 'aura 
of the facts.

To Prevent Stock Watering.

tion there should be measures t»ken-to 
prevent at least the grosser forms of 
gambling in securities and commodities, 
such as making large sales of what men 
do not possess and 'cornering' thc mar- 
ket.

That stockholder is not innocent 
vho voluntarily purchases stock in a 
orporation whose methods .and man- 
gement he knows to be corrupt; and 
tockholders are bound to try to secure 
icnest management, or else are estop- 
icd from complaining about thc proceed- 
ngs the government finds necessary in 
)rder to compel the corporation to obey 
he law. 
"The public men, lawyers, and editors 


vho loudly proclaim their sympathy for 
he 'innocent stockholders' when a great 
aw-dofying corporation is punished, are 
ho. first to protest with frantic vehem- 
-nee against all efforts by law to put a 
.top to the practices which are the real 
and ultimate sources of the damage 
alike to the stockholders nnd the public. 


Real Ones Who Hurt Business. 


"The apologists ol" successful dishon- 


esty always declaim against any effort 
:o punish or prevent it, on the ground 
that any such effort will 'unsettle bus- 


It is thev who by their acts 


lave unsettled business: and the very 
men raising this cry spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in securing, 
by 


speech, editorial, book, or pamphlet, the 
lefense by misstatcnients of what they 
mve done; and yet when public ser- 
vants correct their inisstatements by 
;elling the truth they declaim against 
.hem for breaking silence, lest 'values 
oc depreciated.' They have hurt honest 
business men, honest workingmen, hon- 
est farmers; and now they clamor 
against thc truth being told. 


On Same Evil Eminence. 


"Just as the blackmailer nnd bribe 


•*iver stand on the same evil eminence of 
infamy, so the man who makes an enor- 
mous fortune, by corrupting legislatures 
and municipalities and fleecing his stock- 
holders and the public, stands on the 
same moral level with thc creature who 
fattens on the blood money of the gamb- 
ling house and the saloon. 
Moreover, 


in the last analysis, both kinds of cor- 
ruplion are far more intimately con- 
nected than wo'jld at first sight appear; 
the wrongdoing is at bottom the same, i 
Corrupt business and corrupt politics act 
and react with ever increasing de: 


tify every form of criminality on the 
part of a labor union, and every form of 
violence; corruption, and 
fraud, 
from 


murder to bribery and ballot-box stuffing 
in politics. 
Three Courses of Conduct. 


"Our people should clearly recognize 


that while there arc difficulties in any 
course of conduct to be followed in de*l- 
ing with these great corporations, th'ese 
difficulties must be faced, and cue of 
three courses followed. 


"The first course is to abandon all^ef- 


fort to oversee and control their actions 
in the interest of the general public and 
to permit a return to Ihe utter lack or 
control which would obtain if they were 
left to the common law. I do not for 
one moment believe that our 
people 


would tolerate this position. 


"The second and third courses are to 


have the regulation undertaken either by 
the nation or by the states. Of course 
in any event both the national govern- 
ment and the several state governments 
must do each its part, nnd each can do 
a. certain amount that the other can not 
do, while the only really satisfactory re- 
sults must be obtained by the representa- 
tives of the national and state govern- 
ments working heartily together wit'uia 
their respective spheres. But 
in my 


judgment thoroughgoing and satisfactory 
control can in thc end only be obuiwd 
by the action of the national government, 
for almost all the corporations of enorm- 
ous-wealth—that is, the corporations 
which it is especially desirable to control 
—arc engaged in interstate commerce, 
and derive their power and their impor- 
tance not from that portion of their busi- 
ness which is intrastate, but from the 
interstate business. 


Laying Up a Day of Wrath. 
!' 


"It can no_t too strongly be insisted 


that che defenders and apologists of thc 
great corporations, who have sought in. 
the past and still seek to prevent ade- 
quate action by the federal government 
to control these great corporations, are 
not only proving false to the people, tmi. 
are laving up a (lay of wrath for the 
<Teat corporations themselves; and if the 
congress does not act, with goad temper- 
ed and sensible but resolute thorough- 
ness, in. cutting out the evils and in pro- 
viding an effective supervision, the result 
is certain to be action on thc part of tnb 
separate states, sometimes wise, some- 
times ill-judged and extreme, sometimes 
unjust and damaging to thc railroads or 
other corporations, more often ineffective 
from every standpoint, because the fed- 
eral courts declare it unconstitutional.

This morning County Clerk William 


Bell received the long looked for report 
of the state tax commissioners in tho 
matter of the appeal of the town of 
Caledonia from tho assessment and deter- 
miaation of the taxable property in th<? 
several assessment districts of Racine 
county, made by the county board of the 
county of Rocine in the year 1906. In 
the decision of the state board Racino 
was bumped nearly one million dollars, 
tho total Increase being 3957,021. The 
town of Mt. Pleasant and the city of 
Burlington are slightly increased and all 
of the other assessments in districts of 
the county are decreased, tho total a^- 
gessment remaining as before, at $15,- 
000,000.- 


Scramble to Get Lowest. 


It will be remembered that Caledonia 


•was increased and the people did not be- 
lieve it was right. 
Mt. Pleasant was 


equalized at something leas than Cale- 
donia, and Caledonia said it was wrong 
because Mt. Pleasant had factories, whicii 
upon investigation were said to be value I 
at $2,000,000. On further investigation 
that followed it was shown that Cale- 
donia did not knov ^,-hat her share was, 
us the county board had not attempted, 
or in fact had not equalized on an equita- 
b.e basis and that it was nimply a scram- 
ble to see what town could get thc lowest 
equalization, without any regard to any 
rout equalization. 


It was upon these grounds that the ap- 


peal was made and it is well known that 
the state board held with Caledonia and 
the testimony before said board showed 
that no attempt liad been made to give 
an equalization according to the stat- 
utes. Tho tacts pertaining to the inves- 
tigations made by the state board, to gat 
at tho true values, are well known. 
', The report of the state board of tax 
.commissioners goes into the details oi 
ihe appeal, of thc hearing* by the said 
board and the work of thc experts and 
assistants employed to make the inves- 
tigation.

for Floodgates—Declared it Will Not 


Lower Water in Fox River Below Cer- 
tain point. 


James G. Bennett .of Racine; John F. 


Moyle of Yorkville, and Arthur Hul- 
bert of Waterford, commissioners in the 
Norway and Dover drainage . canal pro- 
ject, today completed their report and It 
will be' filed in the circuit court within 
ten days. This will be the largest and 
most costly canal, when completed, ever 
before attempted in the state of Wiscon- 
sin. In their conclusions the commission 
reports and recommends that they deem 
it necessary from an examination of the 
work and the swamps and overflowed 
lands within the district, that all of the 
town, ditches heretofore constructed in 
the town of Morway, leading into and 
emptying into the original Wind Lake 
canal and tho Gooso-Lake lateral there- 
of and the canal running north from 
Goose Lake should be cleaned out, deep- 
ened 'and widened. Following- comes the 
location and description of the ditches 
that sh'suld be cleaned and tho new 
ditches to be constructed. Then 
the 


amount of damages is given, amounting 
to about $3,000. 


Benefits are Large. 


The benefits arc figured at $86,585.48. 


That' of the cost of the construction the 
sum of $15,904.51 should be assessed 
uguinit the lands described in the Dover 
petition; that the balance of cost of con- 
otruotion amounting to $70,590.97, shall' 
bo distributed over the lands described 
in the Norway petition.

MUNICIPAL P.LANllFAILS. 


Algoma Light and Water Works Has 


Deficit—Aid Asked. 


ALGOMA, Win., Jan. 28.—The city of 


Algoroa. finds that the municipal light and 
water plant is running behind, and is ap- 
pealing to its citizens to come to the aid 
of the institution. 
For the year 1907 


the city paid for water and light tho 
sum of $3,658, while private persons and 
corporations paid $4,763, approximately. 
The cost of running the plant, labor, fuel 
minor repairs, and incidentals, is about 
$20 per day or $7,300 a year. Thus, it it 
shown that there is but $1,121 to pay the 
interest on the bonded indebtedness of 
$30,000 at 5 per cent, which is $1,500, 
which would leave a deficit of $378.37, 
saying nothing about the money that 
w»s expended on the intake pipe last 
year. This pipe has to be taken up and 
relaid, and conservative 
persons esti- 


mate the cost in the neighborhood of 83,- 
000.

"Except where great moral questions 


are involved, I do not think it is the 
province of a. clergyman, as.a clergyman, 
to take sides in politics," »»id the arch- 
bishop yesterday. "The authorities of 
the Catholic church always have been 
opposed to any,, political activity on the 
part of the bishops and priests, and I 
always, have been very careful never to 
'express nn opinion, one way or another, 
regarding the fitness or non-fitness of 
any candidate for any position, 


"This doep not 
mean that priests 


should not take a decided stand where 
questions, of morals or citizenship are 
involved. I always have believed that 
the pastor not only has tho right, but it 
is his duty, to speak out where there are 
questions of principle to be decided by 
the people. Questions arise from time 
to timfe which pastors ought to discuss, 
but thcy'never involve partisanship, and 
it is.rare that it ix necessary to advo- 
cate tha candidacy of anyone. 


"The Catholic church .recognizes and 


respects the rights of the state, and to 
permit -its bishops and priests to assume 
'to speak for the church in partisan mat- 
'ters,1 it seems to me, would be a grave 
mistake."

smut, cereals that will flourish in spite 
of drought; fruits that will grow far 
north and flowers that will bloom all 
summer.

For a Tariff Commission. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: It is significant 


of the general worth of Senator Bever- 
idge's tariff commission bill that it tal- 
lies closely with the appeal for such a 
body in the remarkable article in the 
North American Review on the manu- 
facturers' attitude toward tariff revis- 
ion, by Chairman Miles of -the tariff 
committee of the National Association 
of Manufacturers. 


Let us compare the main features of 


Mr. Beveridge's bill 
with 
Secretary 


Miles' expressions, remembering that the 
latter speaks for the interests which are 
the primary beneficiaries and upholders 
of the protective aystem. 


The Beveridge bill provides for a per- 


manent nonpartisan tariff commission of 
five members to be appointed by the 
president with the consent of the senate, 
and constituted as follows: one membrr 
representing the producing interests; one 
specialist in our tariff and customs laws; 
one member experienced in the admin- 
istration of those laws; one member 
versed in foreign industrial conditions 
related from the competitive viewpoint 
with our own, and in foreign custom! 
and tariff laws; and one economist and 
statistician who has made a 
special 


study of prices and cost of production 
as affecting the tariff. 


The immediate duty of the commission 


would be to proceed at once with such 
investigations as would serve to guide 
nnd enlighten the work of tariff legis- 


'• hi turn not forgetting the considerations 


j r.nil requirements involved in a policy 


of extending our foreign trade through 
such reciprocal arrangements as would 
not trench on our protective system. The 
commisiiion would have power to taie 
sworn testimony and require the produc- 
tion of books and papers necessary to 
its investigations, it could not of course, 
fix schedules, for that is a legislative 
function but it would do the preparatory 
work necessary to an intelligent and 
scientific fixing of schedules. It would 
greatly 
ease, simplify, 
accelerate and 


systematize the work of law making. 
The lawmakers would be furnished with 
a reliable and scientific chart to steer by. 


The work of the commission would 


conserve protection by holding a. check 
on its abuses; would prevent schedules 
from becoming instruments of truit ex- 
tortion against the domestic consumer 
because the commission would hold fast 
to the fundamental, honest American 
protective principle that the brood rule 
is that a legitimate tariff schedule is 
measured broadly by thc difference be- 
tween thc cost of production here nnd 
the cost of production abroad, the main 
element in the cost of production being 
of course the wages of labor. 


Where a schedule is grossly above 


that legitimate figure, enabling a com 
bine to sell profitably abroad at a lower 
figure than it charges at home, the ex- 
cess margin is simply a means of extor 
tion. and the fruit of the extortion is 
graft. 
The most dangerous foe of pro 


tection w, not the open free trader, but 
the bigot who affronts public sentiment 
by mulishly standing pat on a set sched 
u'les that there is abundant reason to 
believe are antiquated, inequitable and 
in need of revision and readjustment. 


Turn now, for comparison with the 


Beveridge bill, to Secretary Miles' strong 
appeal for a tariff commission: 


"We want a commission—n. perpetual, 


hard working' tariff commission—which 
will take its 'honorable place beside the 
anthracite coul commission and the in- 
terstate commerce commission, * * * This 
commission should be as able, as patriot- 
ic, as disinterested as wise selection oi 
its members can make it. It should have 
absolute power to obtain thc truth con- 
cerning all protected industries. Wo can 
not have this tariff commission too soon. 
Politicians of both parties promise re- 
vision in 1901), after the coming presi- 
dential election. By no possibility can 
thait revision be honest and wise unless 
a commission of the' highest character 
be established in the coming session of 
congress. * * * Tho establishment of a 
tariff commission at this sesnion of con- 
gress would take the tariff out of poli- 
ties, preclude any possible unfavorable 
agitation, permit ue to go about oui 
affairs in. the usual manner, instead of 
the 'monkeying,' and 'tinkering1 of the 
past, it will be wholly sane and fair."

i There could" bo no stronger testimony to 


the need of revision. The secretary of 
thc association now appoalB strongly for 
a tariff commijsaion as a prefatory step 
toward right revision. .Revision to haste 
on the eve of a presidential election 
when the air is charged with polices is 
out of thc question as a business propo- 
sition.
